THE STRIKE ENDS, 


And the Reading Railroad Re- 


A SCRAMBLE FOR THEIR OLD PLACES 


The Men avd the Officers Differ in ‘Their 
Statements as to the Agreement—Chir- 
cular of President Corbin. 


PHILADELPHIA, December .27.~The execu- 
tive. committee of the: Reading railroad em- 
ployes’ asseurbly, early this merning, after a 
secret session which lasted several hours, de- 
cided to lift the great strike on the Reading 
system, péndiirg arbitration with the company. 
The five crews over whom the trouble origi- 
nated are to be supported in the meantime by 
financial aid from the employes. 

This decision was reached after a cohference 
with Superintendant Sweigard, at his office, 
last night. The committee then returned to 
their meeting place in Port Richmond, and 
after several hours’ discussion, decided to sub- 
mit their case to arbitration. In the afternoon 
a motion had been carried to propose arbitra- 
tion to the officials. Mr. Sweigard met the 
committee graciously, and assured them that 
such a plan would be entirely agreeable to the 
Reading railroad. There were present four- 
teen members of the committee, representing 
all sections of the road. ‘The. decision of the 
knights in Reading yesterday, deciding not to 
strike, is supposed-to have had some influence 
upon the action of the board. 

One of the committee said this morning: 
“We decided that it would be far better to pay 
the five striking crews their wages rather 
than jeopardise so many at interest in this 
city. Mr. Sweigard, always,treated us squariy 
and we feel that we can trusthim. All side 
issues will be sunk and the enly main point in 
dispute will be arbitrated upon. We have not 
yet agreed upon the time or method of arbi- 
tration. That will be settled ata conference. 
of both sides, but as speedily as possible. We 
have sent telegrams to all our assemblies to re- 
sume work at once. We feel that. the publie 
will{declare our-decision a wise one, especially 
since the city might be so seriously affected at 
the present time. We do not anticipate any 
difficulty in settling the matter.”’ 

All trains are moving on the Reading rail- 
road this morning, and no further trouble is 
anticipated. INeariy all the employes reported 
for duty promptly at seven o’clock at the 
various depot and freight yards, as well as 
those employed at the coal yards at Pert Rich- 
mond. The werk of moving coal trains and 
transferring ccal from cars to vessels at the 
wharf was at once begun and there was very 
little evidence of the great strike, which for 
the past few days, has threatened to paralyze 
the business of the entire Reading railroad 
system. 

(Juite a number of employes im the various 
branches failed to report. but ofiicials state that 
these have perhaps been celebrating Christmas 
too enthusiastically, and that their placés will 
be kept open for them a few days. 

General Superintendent Sweigard. said this 
morning, that the statement that he had agreed 
with the Knights of Labor to submit the ques- 
tions in dispute to arbitration was incorrect. 
He said that last evening a committee repre- 
senting th8 employes of the vom pany called at 
his ofiice, and he talked with them briefly re- 
garding the threatened strike. He held out 
no inducements to the men,. however, and 
would listen to no proposition which had for 
iis object the reinstatement of the men. who 
had been discha x to CORPS: 
to Taylor’s elevator. se men, he says, 
have been discharged and will never again be 
employed by the company. He says no agree- 
ment was proposed either by the committee or 
by him, and that the committee left when he 
informed them that he would hold no conyer- 
sation regarding the discharged men. The 
reporter at this point asked. Mr. Sweigard 
whether he proposed to take up the Pert Rich- 
mond ditiealty, and submit any questions in- 
voiyed therein to arbitration, to which he terse- 
ly replied: 

“There is nothing to submit. There is one 
thing in connection with this subject that nay 
as well be disposed of while we are on it. The 
employes, or some of them, have accused the 
company of not living up to article thirteen of 
the ayreement entered into with the men last 
winter, which was to the effect that no man 
should be discharged without first being given 
ahearing. Well, about two months ago three 
brakemen refused to go out on a train because 
one of the men, the conductor, was not a 
Knight of Labor. I discharged the three men, 
and when a committce called on me and 
begged for their reinstatement, I told them 
that the company did not propose to re- 
employ men who left their work 
under such circumstances. The commit- 
tee, consisting of John Lee, Cahill 
and Sharkey followed me all over Port Rich- 
mond and pleaded their cause. Finally I 
agreed to reinstate the men, aiter a suspension 
of three months, upon this condition: That 
the committee should go before every assei- 
bly of the order and say to the members that 
hereafter any employe who refused to perforin 
a duty when ordered by an ollicial, such em- 
ploye should be dischargea, and they (the 
Knights of Labor) should not appoint any 
conunittee toseck an adjustment of the mat- 
ter, or require any explanation. Now, when I 
tapiracted the men at Port Richmond to de- 
Jiver cars consigned to the Taylor elevator and 
they refused, I discharged them in conformity 
with this agreement. Aud this fully answers 
the complaint in regard to article 13. Every 
man who has been discharged will remain dis- 
charged, never to be again employed by this 
company.” 

BROTHERHOOD ENGINEERS EMPLOYED. 

So prompt were coal cars taken on to Port 
Richmond and unloaded that tonight the first 
empty coal trains passed through Leading, 
bound for the coal regions. The most exciting 
scenes of the strike were witnessed this after- 
noon, when about twenty-five old brotherhood

The ae of the executive commit- 
tee, of the! ng Railroad Employes con- 
vention, presented a scene of great excitement 
this afternoon, when the statement of Manager 
MeLeod, emanating from President Corbin, 
was nade known to the members. No expres- 
sions were considered too strong to charaeterize 
the document ,jand messages were at once sent 
off to the different assemblies, to convene at 
once, Said a promitient member: 

“The céiirpan¥ has been trying for some time 
to bring on a conflict with the Knights of 
Labor, end they have done it at last. This 
strike ig only a preliminary skirmish, and the 
compepy will find out that it has made a mis- 
take ig thinking the knights aré beaten.’’ 

‘There wasa lack of spontanéity in the return 
to Work of the Reading railroad conypany’s ein- 
pleyesat the wharves of Port Richmond this 
morning. This was not due to an unwilling- 
ness ou the partof the men, but delay in the 
ciréniation of the general order to return, 
coupled with the. fact that the. disaffected 
were rather late in putting in an appearance 
at their usual points ofrendezvous. Howevér, 
sufficient men responded at an early hour to 
handle what little coal there was on the tracks 
and more too, for many had to be put to work 
at odd jobs until some of the side-tracked fuel 
came down the road. Superintendent Keim 
was at his post of duty at an early hour. He 
received the men pleasantly as they putin an 
appearance. AS a general rule 
the men would express catisfaction at the 
happy prospects of an amicable adjustment, 
However,aiter reaching the wharves and find- 
ing that the non-union men who lad been em- 
ployed in their absence there at work turned 
abontand walked off, Onc of the first men to 
greet Saperintendent Keim this morning was 
CoenGilman Jolin Kelly, chairman of the ar- 
bitration conrmittee or the employes’ conven- 
tion, who occupies the position of fireman of 
Picr 1. He reported early in order to explain 
to his. men the exact condition of affairs, as he 
feared that in the presence of the non-union 
men there would be hesitancy on their part to 
suhie work. He was apxious that the em- 
Par wivald be.as..jawapt-in. obtaining . the 
order of resumption as they were that of quit- 
ting work. 

His presence was needed, for late in the 
morning an incident occurred which came hear 
causing all those at work to leave the wharves. 
During the night two colliers, the Pottsville 
and Kattiesnake, steamed up to. their piers, 
and their crews, who are. also members of the 
river front assembly Knights of Labor, were 
in total ignorance cf the situation surrounding 
them. When they arose this morning and 
learned the cause of idleness in scenes that are 
wont to be so busy, all hands, fourteen’in num- 
ber, refused to obey the orders and were 
promptly discharged. 

REJOICING AT READING. 

LEADING, Pa., December 27.—‘The strike is 
settled.’”’ These were the words- which came 
over the wires into the general office of the 
Reading railroad company inthis city ats 
o’clock this morning, and there was great re- 
joicing a¥l along the company’s lines in conse- 
quence. Itis believed that the action of the 
convention of employees in this city yesterday 
in declaring positively that they would not go 
on astrike had much to do with bringing 
about the settlement.

Hels Mortally Wounded by His 
Brother-in-Law. 


HOW THE ENCOUNTER TOOK PLACE, 


A Long Story of Disagreement and Trouble— 
Its Fatal Ending—A Duel in a 
Rallroad Office. 

Avovsta, Ga., December 27.—{Special. }— 
John P. McNally, the alleged kidnapper of 
Blackwood, the forger, will never again set 
foot uyon Carolina soil, He is dying from the 
effect of three bullet shots in his body made by 
a weapon in the hand of his business partner, 
Charles Colvin. At five o'clock this evening 
the news became rapidly circulated through 
the city that John McNally had been 

KILLED AT THE CENTRAL DEPOT. 

Your correspondent visited the scene a few 
minutes after the shooting and gleaned the fol- 
lowing facts of the affair: McNally and Colvin 
were in business together till the first of Jan- 
uary last, when, owing to some dispute, they 
dissolved, and McNally with the money and 
all valuables of the firm, including a horse and 
buggy, left the city. Colvin sent for him, and 
he returned. They divided, but the firm was 
go deep in debt that neither received anything 
of consequence. From that day on they were 


mortal enemies, and were continually making + 


threats against each other. McNally’s wife 
died some time ago, and his children were put 
in charge of their grandmother, Mrs. Colvin, 
the mother of Chas. Colvin. On Christmas 
McNally sent both his children presents, but 
COLVIN RETURNED THEM, 
with the message that the children should not 
receive anything from such a scoundrel as their 
father. Upon receiving this message, Mc 
Nally said openly that he would whip Colvin 
on sight. Both work at the Central railroad, 
MeNally as yardmaster and Colvin as receiv- 
ing clerk. At three o’clock this evening Mc- 
Nally started into the depot to see Superin- 
tendent Starr. In going through the freight 
depot he met Colvin, when | 
30TH DREW REVOLVERS, 
and commenced firing. Both used 38-calibre, 
Smith & Wesson, five shooting pistols, and 
each of then emptied the chambers of their 
pespective weapons. No one was present save 
a hegro drayman, and it seemed to outsiders 
that a young war was going on inthe depot. 
When the crowd rushed in both men were on 
their feet and within a few paces of each other. 
Both were bleeding freely and they were hur- 
ried off to their respective homes. Upon exam- 
ination it was fonnd that 
COLVIN HAD TWO BULLET HOLES 
in his right leg, both below the knee, but the 
bone was not breken. 

McNally was more unfortunate. He was shot 
in the left lung, immediately above the heart, 
in the right side, and a_ slight{wound through 
the rightarm. The lung wound is mortal.

THE WOOLFOLK TRAGEDY ECLIPSED 


Avnany, Ga., December 27.—[Special.J— 
News reached this city today of a tragedy in 
Lee county, which almost rivals the Woolfolk 
tragedy in the number of its victims, and 
eclipses it in that the criminal added his own 
dead body to the funeral pile. ‘The sceye as 
described is shocking in the extreme. 

Nathaniel Read was always at outs with his 
family, which censisted of a wife and six 
children. He was of a sullen nature, ex- 
tremely jealous, and highly passionate. His 
wife lived in dread of him, and his children 
cowered in his presence, and always sought 
some place where his eye could not rest upon 
them. 

On Sunday, according to a boy who staid 
with the family, Read was taciturn and angry. 
He would sit for an hour at a time with an 
ugly-looking dirk in his hand, which he would 
pass over his other hand, as if in thé act of 
strapping it. Whenever the children would 
come near him he would grit his teeth and 
mumble curses. 

After dark he feigned sudden sickness, and 
told the boy to go for adoctor. The boy ran, 
and it was several hours before he returned ac- 
companied by a physician. They were aston- 
ished to find the house a mouldering ruin, 
while the stench from the roasted corpses was 
unendurable. Not much could be done in the 
way of investigation until daylight, when 
about fifty neighbors were drawn together. 

The bloody knife was found beside the well. 
It was evident that Read must have: cut his 
victims’ throats, seven in number, as they 
slept, and then set the house on fire. In the 

well Read’s body was found. A frightful 
gash was in his throat, which must have been 
inflictgd just as he jumpod into the well. 

The remains were ali gathered together and 
buried near by. Great excitement prevails.

MURDER, OUTRAGE AND ARSON 


The Criminals Cleaned Out, and Hopes of 
Better Times Ahead — Terrible 
Story pf Crime and Plunder. 


Lrxineron, Ky., December 27.—[Special. | 
Your representative has just returned from a 
trip to Morehead, Ky., which has been so 
prominently before the public during the last 
three years because of the bloodshed and reign 
of terror in Rowan county and her capital. A 
great change has come over Morehead, and 
now, instead of the crack of the death-dealing 
Winchester, can be heard the hum of indus- 
try and the scenes of peace. It was six 
months ago yesterday when Craig Tolliver 
and three of his men were slain by the law 


and order men of Rowan county, 
and today Morehead is not 
like the same place. Confidence 


has been restored and the population of the’ 


place has increased until there is not a vacant 
house in the town. 
**] am confident there are at least one hundred 
more people here now than there was two 
months ago.’’ The number of inhabitants is 
now neatly five hundred, fully two hundred 
more than were in Morehead the first of last 
June. Business of all kinds is good ; some few 
houses have been built, and more will be erect- 
ed next spring; a large and commodious public 
school house—the first everin Morehead—is 
being erected: a nice wunion church 
has been built by the®Presbyterians, Christians 
and Methodists; services are held every Sun- 
day, asis- also Sunday school; a flourishing 
wivate school is being conducted by Elder 
= bw of Midway, and the entire = 
seem alive to progress and the times 
first newspaper ever published in Rowan 
county made its appearance in Morehead last 
Wednesday. It is the Highland Blade, and is 
edited by Joha Tom Hazelrigg, who is a spicy 
writer and is not afraid to write what he 
thinks. This paper is published in the ola 
John Keeton store-room. Keeton, it will be 
remembered, figured largely in the Tolliver- 
Martin feud. 

The people are mostly of that class found in 
the mountains of eastern Kentucky, and 
are industrious, frugal and, when sober, peace- 
ful. They are engaged principally in the lum- 
ber industry, and g gathering and shipping tan- 
bark. Large quantities of staves are also 
shipped from Morehead. Since it has become 
safe to live in the town, the prices of real es- 
tate haye almost trebled. Last spring one 
could searcely give a house and lot away in 
Morehead; now they are ali occupied, and few 
offered for sale. As an instance of how rapid- 
ly real estate has advanced, it can be men- 
tioned that Taylor Young offered to take $600 
for a house and lot last spring, but found no 


buyers at thatlow price. A few weeks ago 
he sold the same property for $1,300.

Tolliver’s widow continues to keep a 
the American house, of which she 
is proprietor. There seems to have been no 
effortmade to punish her for violating the 
law. Itis herintention to go back to Ohio 
about the tirst of next May, as her lease on 
the property she now occupies expires then. 
Her two boys have been sent to Ohio. It will 
be remembered that her oldest boy while tar- 
get shooting some time ago shot a little boy 
named Walters in the head. The boy did not 
die, and is living with his parents, who moved 
to Olive Hill, Ky.

Incorporating these 
incidental expenses, hereby charged to the 
exposition, the net profit still remains over 
$58,000 from two weeks’ show! 

What shall be the future of the exposi- 
tion company? Itis partially under con- 
tract to the city to hold an annual expos!- 
tion for the term of five years. Can this be 
done profitably? It is very difffeult to re- 
peat an exposition year after year. No city 
has done so successfully. Atlanta, howev- 
er, does not look for precedents, and in our 
opinion, she can have an exposition next 
year that will equal, ifjit does not surpass, 
the exposition of last year. 

To do this, the line for 1888 must be en- 
larged. The plan of the exposition must 
be broadened or the time extended. We 
ean never have any personal attraction to 
equal the president and his wife. We must 
therefore make the exposition itself so com- 
prehensive and catching that the crowds 
will come. There are many plans on which 
this might be done, but these plans need not 
be discussed until it has been decided that 
the exposition shallbe held. That cannot 
be decided until the affairs of the Driving 
club and the exposition company have 
been adjusted and thetwo associations con- 
solidated. This will be done within the 
mext few days.

A Georgia Christmas Dinner. 

There was probably only one man in At- 
Janta who had the good fortune to enjoy a 
genuine Georgia Christmas dinner, and he 
was enabled to do so only through the kind- 
ness and thoughtfulness of a Georgia lady 
who hasan abiding faith in Georgia meth- 
ods and an unguenchable loveand reverence 
for the good old plantation days. 

The bill of fare was very simple, but it 
was not matched in Atlanta on Christmas 
day. Weare not counting the turkey, nor 
the mince-pie, nor the celery, nor any of 
the various dishes purchased in open mar- 
ket, as it were. All these are in reach of 
what Major Steele used to call the hoi pol- 
loi. But the main features of this partfcu- 
lar bill of fare were not within reach of the 
general public on Christmas day. In the 
first place, there were a half-dozen pones of 
cracklin’ bread. Of course it is not usual, 
in fashionable circles, to give bread the 
leading place on a bill of fare, but some 
allowance must be made_for the character 
of the bread.. Even if the small circle 
which surrounded the dinner had been fash- 
fonable—which it most decidedly was not— 
the cracklin’ bread would have been first on 
the list; because, treat it lightly as you

The Knights of Labor. 

Only a year ago the Knights of La- 
bor ranked as perhaps the most powerful 
organization in the United States. 

At that time the society numbered 723,- 
000 members. Last July the membership 
had decreased to 500,000. In October only 
500,000 remained, and today about 200,000 
are left. 

Never wasthere a more rapid disintegra- 
tion. It is difficult tomake a satisfactory 
explanation. The generally accepted 
theory is that Mr. Powderley’s ideal was 
too far above the heads of the workingmen 
who joined the society. We have our 
doubts about this. Mr. Powderly always 
preached morality and common sense, and 
nothing could be more agreeable to our 
laboring population. 

The trouble lies deeper than the views or 
the conduct of any one man. In this 
country we do not need such organizations 
as the Knightsof Labor. Since these in- 
dustrial societies came into existence, our 
workingmen have found that they have had 
a harder road to travel. They have not 
revolutionized the world, or set any of its 
rivers on fire, and they are not likely to do 
it. The fact is, the good old way was the 
best way after all. 

The workingman who lets secret societies 
alone, and is his own master, will come out 
ahead in the long run. Many of the cap- 
italists of today started as workingmen, and 
they adopted this policy. If they had spent 
their time fooling around in all sorts of so- 
cieties, and wasting their money on them, 
they would now be on the road to the poor 
house. These points are worth thinking 


_ over, and the young man who takes a clear- 


headed view of them is already on the high 
road to success.

RUSKIN’S ROMANCE, 


How He Courted, Marriedand was Divorced 
from His Idealistic Woman. 
From the New York Graphic. 

The Atlantic cable and the breezy European 
correspon dents of the great newspapers are bringing 
John Ruskin’s name before ithe public once more, 
Lately the report has been that he is insane. Upto 
a short time ago they were satisfied to call him ec- 
centric. Perhaps he was. But then he wes rich, 
and a fortune such ashe had was like to charity 
and it covered a multitude of eccentricities. 

When he began to dabble in literature he had no 
need to write for the money his work would bring 
him. He is not as rich today for he has lavished his 
wealth on art, on charities, on thousands of desery- 
ing men and wornen whom the world never heard 
about. 

John Ruskin did a strangely wayward thing when 
he consentel to get married. He did a most erratic 
and to the public a most inexplicable thing when he 
arranged for his divorce. 

He had accepred some of the loftiest traditions 
about womanhood that men sometimes read of and 
talk about, and he looked for his ideal companion. 
One night he met her in the drawing room ofa 
London friend, who, without knowing it, had 
brought the young lady to meet the eyes of the 

reat writer. 

It wasa June night, he was thirty-five, and she 
looked like a Greek goddess. 

He was dazzled. She wasa tall, graceful girl of 
nineteen, with a face and figure as faultless as one 
of the statute: of old. Noone ever expected Rus- 
kin to fall in love, and he did not. She was poor, 
needed a home and comforts, and so they were mar- 
ried. 

Their wodded life was peaceful, friendly, kindly 
to the highest degree, but there was nota spark of 
affection to lighten their existence. She admired 
the great man she had married, and was grateful 
for the wealth and comfort he showered on her. 
He worshipped her as he would the marble made 
life-like by the sculptor’s chisel. 

There was nothing human about the life they led 
as husband and wife, she was a woman whoin her 
heart, like ail true women, laughed at traditions 
that made her sex-love distant worship, 

Qne day Ruskin brought an artist to paint bis 
wife’s picture. And the mauwas Millais, and he 
was a bnght, cherry, handsome fellow, human 
every inch of him, with a great.absorbing love for 
the beautiful, and a willingness to te!Lof his love. 

He began to paint the portrait of ‘the magnificent 
woman, and when he had finished he was in loy 
with his friend’s wife. ‘ 

Womanlike she saw it, and perhapsshe was not 
full of sorrow and reproach. It wa; the first tribute 
of real manful love than had been laid at her feet. 

And Ruskin? His wide eyes saw the romance 
that was weaving around those two lives, and his 
heart realized how li.tle affection he had to lavish 
on the woman whom he had made his wife. 

How he told her the story of his pride in her and 
the sacrifice he was to make fir her, while she lay 
prone at his feet, 1s one of the things which only 
he or she could tell. 

Tt is difficult to obtain a divorce in England, but 
John fuskin secured it for her, and one bracirg 
moruing in the early winter, a month after the d- 
yorce was granted, Ruskin stood beside the ccuple 
in one of London's quiet churches and saw them 
made man and wife. 

That was a good many years ago, and since then 
Millais has become rich and famous, and is now Sir 
John, and his wife Is my Lady Millais. 

The warmest, sturdiest friend the struggling 
painter had in his tolling days was the man whose 
wife he had married, and through all the years of 
Millais’s later :u:cess and great honor John Ruskin 
has been the welcome guest and almost daily visitor 
to the man aad woman whose lives he 8 unselfishly 
crowned with happin>ss. 

it is astrange story, and the world knows little 
about it, and so some men have condemned him as 
some women have censured her. But the two men 
and that one woman, who know best, have been 
happy and contented with the change that John 
Ruskin’s pure unselfishness brought into th -ir lives,

In many 
sections of the western states, . however, 
owing to the small farms, secure fences and 
opposition of the landowners, the lovers of the 
chase are forced to this Tess wildly exciting 
choice, anda description of one ona large 
scale conducted Christmas day, a year ago, 
may not be without interest. 

Elaborate preparations had been made, and, 
although o, heavy rain fell the night before, it 
was not allowed to interfere with the long- 
chérished plans for the day.

ABOUT THE DORSEY ORDINANCE. 


Mr, B. A. Angier Asserte That the Law Is 
Too Radical. ‘ 
The ordinance adopted by the city council at 

its last regular meeting prohibiting a member 

of that body from accepting an _ office 
within the gift of the body has caused consid- 
erable talk in thecity. The ordinance was in- 
troduced by Alderman Dorsey and was adopt- 
ed hy the almost unanimous vote of the body. 

There was some opposition to it, however. 

Among those who opposed it was Mr. E. A. 
Angier, the senior councilman from the third 
ward. Mr. Angier opposed the ordinance as it 
Was presented and in discussing the matter 
yesterday, said: 

‘Judge Dorsey's ordinance is too general, rad- 
ical and far reaching and makes a member of 
the council Wlemble to any office within the 
gift of the council, regardless of the time of the 
creation of the office.” 

‘-How should it have been ?” 

“I thought my amendment would have been 
better, but of course I am satisfied now.”’ 

“How was your amendment?”’ 

“Tt wasa middle ground between the two 
extremes. It disqualified a member of council 
under such conditions and circumstances, pro- 
vided the office was created during his official 
term. The board of education was created 
many years ago, about 1871 or ‘72, and since 
then Mr. Flynn, while a member of council, 
was elected a member of the board of educa- 
tion, and so were Colonel R. J. Lowry, Mr. D. 
A. Beatio and others. Reference was made by 
Mr. Frank Rice to the constitution of the 
United States, the practice at Washington and 
the capitol commission here. United States 
Senator Roscoe Conkling was urged by 
General U. S. Grant for chief justice of the 
United States, but it was ascertained 
that while a member of the senate Mr. Conk- 
ling had voted for and had been mainly instru- 
mental in a large increase of the salary of the 
chief justice; and, therefore, he could not ac- 
cept an office the emoluments of which he had 
heavily increased. When Justice Woods died 
United States Senators Pugh and Morgan, of 
Alabama, were suggested for the vacancy, al- 
though they were then, and are now, members 
of the very body that would confirm or reject 
the nomination, and no one hinted there was 
any more impropriety in United States Sena- 
tors Pugh or Morgan being appointed than 
Secretary Lamar, who had just left the senate 
as a senator from Mississippi. The great 
apostle of free trade, Colonel] W. R. Morrison, 
Was a member of congress, and as such had 
voted for and taken a very active part in the 
creation of the ee railroad commis- 
sion; and really while still a member of con- 
gress was appointed by President Cleveland 
an interstate commissioner, although Jehu 
Baker, a protectionist, had defeated him fora 
re-election. Here the president appointed 
Free-Trader Morrison to a very lucrative 
oflice, paying $7,500 a year, when Colonel Mor- 
rison as a congressman had done as much to 
secure the passage of this billas Judge Reagan 
or Senator Cullom,”’ 

‘Mr. Frank Rice argued——? 

“Oh, ves. He alluded to the capitol commis- 
sion here and said that he declined an appoint- 
ment. Mr. Rice was then a member of the 
legislature that passed this act, and it is the 
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only office he was ever known to refuse. The 
‘back salary grab’ by congress was odious, be- 
cause a certain congress raised the salary made 
it retroactive and date back months and apply 
to themselves. For aman to be instrumental 
in the making of an office, that is to be filled 
by an election, from the body of which he then 
was and is now a member, is abhorrent to all 
ideas of civil service reform. But where the 
office has been in existence for many years— 
and, as in members of the board of education, 
they get no salary at all—I see no impropriety 
whatever in their accepting such a position, 
and I believe my amendment was right, to con-

The Hall Is Being Repaired and the Entries 
Coming In. 


The Poultry and Bench show continues to 
boom. Applications are coming in by every 
mail, and the officers of the association are 
confident of success.

Police court was a lively place yesterday 
morning.

the Situation, Talks to Friends Who 
Visit Him at the Jaf. 


Tom Woolfolk, the Bibb county citizen, is 
passing a quiet Christmas inthe Fulton county 
jaib and is receiying his share of Christmas 
presents. Yesterday a ConsTiTuTION reporter 
was near the jail and stopped to see the man 
who is said to have exterminated his entire 
family. Seab Orburn, the turnkey, greeted 


the reporter with 
“4 MERRY CHRISTMAS TO YOU.” 

“Well, what sort of Christmas did you have 
in the jail?” asked the reporter in reply. 

“We had a big time!" said Mr. Ozburn. ‘“‘T 
mean by ‘we’ everybody in jail, and about the 
jail. Yes, sir, we had a big time, certain.” 

“And how's Weelfolk ?”’ 

“Oh, he’s all right. He’s as cheerful as any 
man in the jail, and at Christmas. especially, 
seemed to be thoronghly enjoying himself.”’ 

“Can I see him ?”’ 

‘Now, let’s see,” said Mr. Ozburn, doubt- 
fully, ‘if you will premise not to bother him, 
I suppose it won’t matter.” 

The heavy bolts were drawn, the grated door 
thrown open, and accompanied by Mr. Charlie 
Ozburn, a brother of the jail official, the re- 
porter made his way through the crowd of 
prisoners in the corridor, to the door of No.9 
cell. 

That is Woolfolk’s. 

‘‘How are you, Tom?’ asked the reporter, 
ag Woolfolk’s familiar face was seen at the 
grating. 

A beard, of about four days’ growth, covered 
the chin, the face was full and round, and the 
expression was one of general, careless satis- 
faction. The features wore rather stolid and 
impassive, but regular, and by no means dis- 
pleasing. 

W oolfolk scanned the reporter critically be- 
fore he answered deliberately: 

“Oh, I’m feeling very well.’’ 

“And what do you think.of the prospect for 
a new trial, Tom ’’’ 

There was another slight pause, and the an- 
swer was even more measured ahd deliberate 
than the first had beeu. 

“T had rather not talk about~that.’’ And 
then he added impulsively: 

‘IT dor."t want to hurt your feelings, but that’s 
the safest plan. My lawyers advise me to say 
nothing aboutit. You sce newspaper people 
never get anything just as you want it, andI 
believe that my lawyers are right.’’ 

‘*\'es,”’ said the reporter, ‘‘may be you are 
right. What sort of Christmas did you have?,’ 

“Splendid. You know we had a big dinner 
in the jail Christmas. Then since then Dr. 
Gardner has been very kind, and sent mea 
couple of dinners.” 

‘Who?’ asked the reporter. 

“Dr. G. W. Gardner. You see, he was here 
when i was in Atlanta before, and we became 
acquainted then. Both of us were in trouble; 
he was sorry forme and I was sorry for him. 
He has been very kind. Then other people 
have thonght of me occasionally, and I’m hay- 
ing as good a time as you could expect.,’ 

And the prisoner was speaking much more 
naturally and freely than when he first began. 

“Have you anything that you would like to’ 
pay ?’’ 

“Well, no, I think not. I read Tar Con- 

STITUTION, as well as the other Atlanta papers, 
regularly. The people and the papers here 
seem to be more reasoning and calm about it 
than they are in Macon. ‘That’s all I ask. 
Just for people to think for themselves. 
Of course, if they go further than that, 
and take my _ side, appreciate 
it very much. Now,!I have a paper here some- 
where that will show you whatI mean. Just 
wait a minute and (il show it to you.”’ 
He left the grating and began looking for 
the paper, and tle reporter had time to ob- 
serve the interior of the cell. The bed was on 
the leit side of the cell, and near the head of 
the bed was a table on whieh were orangvesand 
other dainties. On the right side of the cell, 
just under the window, papers were scattered 
on the fleor. The prisoner locked for several 
minutes before he found the paper for which 
he was looking.
